MAY IT PLEASE THE COURT, 
AND YOU, GENTLEMEN OF THE 
JURY: — 

1 feel that it is my duty to congratu- 
late the jury upon the patience and the 
attention that you have given through- 
out uus long and tedious trial. 1 uo 
not belie* e In all my experience 1 have 
ever seen twelve men seemingly so 
uevout m their desire to gather and 
c»tcn me tnnn aa It fen from the 
lips oi tnc v'.vuesaes, and arwayi lui.e 
>ou been attentive to the lawyers th..t 
have lione before me, and l *aow that 
It is uaeiess to inauige (he hope ttuit 

ei.iuuei. But, gentlemen, this lb a 
case of more than ordinary importance 
it is a - me where human liberty la Hi- 
ved -eu. and 1 must say that lor ine first 
Uuic in my life 1 saw a man stand be 
tore a jui} In the court-room and make 
an m>p*ri to the basest prejudices that 
e/er llirobbeu In the bosom of a hur.un 
being, Your cause, Judge Yost, was 
so weak, your cause was so rotti.i, that 
you commenced your tirade to thlb 
honest jury by saying this was one ot 
the greatest political questions :hat 
ever invaded the Commonwealth. Judge 
Yost has no right to have an opinion 
upon politics in this case. A political 
question! What was that thrown out 
for? Thrown out because he thought 
there was some man upuu this Jurj 
that would so far forget his oath that 
he would go outside the record and tne 
law, and convict these men on account 
of their political belief, either one way 
or the other. From the distinguished 
Centleuian b speech, you would ga'.her 
that there was an opposition to com- 
mon schools here. Was there any 
dence of that? He abused John 
Atkinson, and If 1 am, Informed cor- 
rectly, out of his ownpocket Mr. At- 
kinson has contributed money to aid 
the common schools for both the white 



Yost comes here and says that Waddell 
misrepresented the evidence. That is 
the evidence of the first witness for the 
Commonwealth. 

Ah, 1 know that it is easy to get up 
and appeal to an Incendiary spirit, 
know it is easy to get up and appeal to 
the mob. But you cannot trample 
the facts in the case and take away the 
lives or liberties of men. 1 want to as 
to you, gentlemen of the Jury, that 
nave always been and 1 am this day 
labors friend. You know me, and 
know 1 apeak the truth. The life be- 
hind me bears me out in what I nay. 
if it were in my power 1 would coin 
the sweat that falls from labor's brow 
into current money, and ^tamp it as the 
unit of value, but when you come to 
try cases, when the Issue is presented 
to the Jury, it is for the jury to say 
from the law and from the evidence 
what should be done In the case. 

Jndge Yost brought up a whole lot 
of things. He spoke of the number of 
miners they had out, and how many 
they didn t have out. He said they 
will walk triumphant In Hopkins coun- 
ty if you convict these men. What do 
you care about whether they will walk 
triumphant or will retire in defeat: 
That Is not what you are trying, li 
matters not to you whether the proud 
acclaims of the triumphant miners may 
be heard when they have wrecked the 
mines and have closed them down. It 
Is of no concern to you. That is a< 
the issue here. Hut 1 want to say that 
when a man is employed, and he 
satisfied with his employment, the flag 
of his country, with every star ablaze 
and with every stripe, enwraps around 
him and protects him In that toil 
against the civilised world with Its 
menace. 1 want to say to you that If 
a man desires bo Join the union he is 
entitled to Join it, and the world 
not prevent him from doing so. But 1 
say that If there are miners in these 
mines that want to toll, that war 
labor there, they are entitled to labor 
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. do 



with your verdiet' 

He told you of the murders at Haz- 
elton and the murders at Homestead. 
Is there any evidence in this case about 
those matters? Why must he be driven 
in desperation to bring out everything 
in this case to appeal to your passion, 
to your prejudice and to your malice. 
If he is backed up by the law and by 
the evidence? Oh, yes, he said, we 
employed to defend these men! 
guess the Lord sent him here to pre 
cute them, and pays him for it When 
I heard his speech, when 1 saw how 
unfair he was before the jury, when I 
saw hlB malicious way of presenting 
a case to a Jury where human life was 
Involved, It made me shudder that be- 
fore a Jury of honest citizens such ap- 
peals were being made! His action be- 
fore the Jury in misquoting the evi- 
dence and the law as I shall show you 
he did, I know of but one thing I can 
well apply to It, and that la the story 
a fellow once told me about a Jew who 
made a failure. Before he made ihe 
failure he had gone around and pur- 
chased here and yonder, and every- 
where, articles from different people, 
and told them that he would pay them 
at a certain time. After he had got- 
ten those things and sold them, he 
took the money and hid it away, and 
when all of his creditors gathered 
about him and demanded pay for their 
goods, he said to them that he didn't 
have any money, and didn't have any 
property, but he said "Here Is my 
body, take him and cut him up, each 
debtor taking the equivalent I owe 
him." There was an Irishman stand- 
ing there to whom the Jew owed the 
biggest debt. He said "Father, and by 
God, when we cut him up, atve me hla 
gall, because that is the biggest part of 
him." 

Let us see whether in this case you 
are- going to say that liberties of these 
men shall be taken away from them be- 
cause of any views of John B. Atkin- 
son; and I want to say now that I will 
put John B. Atkinson and his good 
deeds In the same scale with those of 
t he men upon the other side, 
weigh i them, and let Judge Yost say 
who Is entitled to more credit at your 
hands. 

Yes, you thought your case was gone 
unless you stood here and talked of the 
poor, unless you made an appeal to the 
prejudices of the Jury. I The only time 
that Judge Yost took up this pistol to 
Illustrate his remarks, he did It to mis- 
represent the facts. In referring to 
Cliff Waddeirs speeeh, Judge Yost 
stated that Mr. Waddell had claimed 
that Press Cummlng's statement was 
that the pistol waa either butt for- 
ward or barrell forward, be couldn t 
say which. Yost denied It. I am going 
to catch him. I have been laying for 
them. I knew what they were putting 
up here on these men to try to con- 
vict them. I have been staying up at 
night in order to get the evidence in 
this ease copied and arranged that I 
might read it to you. Press Cummlnga 
stated as claimed by Waddell, that the 
pistol was presented either barrel tore- 
moat or butt foremost, he didn't know 
which. Yoafc denied It. I will read 
the evidence, ami let the Stenographer 
who took down the evidence word for 
word say whether Judge Yost or my- 
self represent the facta correctly. I 
read from the Stenographer's tran- 
script: "He fetched It right around 
and. fetched It out In that kind of shape 
either butt foremost or barrel fore- 



the fact that there 
were negroes working in the 
Was there any evidence here of that 
tact? But as he has gone into that, I 
shall follow blm. He did it so it might 
prejudice you against these men here. 
He thought he would create some mal- 
ice In your minds against these men 
because negroes were employed 
Hopkins County. I want to say that 
there are 700 white men employed by 
the St. Bernard Coal Company. I 
want to say that the appeals made by 
these gentlemen that these defendants 
were protecting the St. Bernard Coal 
Company Is false, because the miners 
were going to the Carbondale Coal 
Company which is not owned by the 
St. Bernard Coal Company. 

Gentlemen, when I first heard of this 
case, I believed these men were not 
guilty. I felt In my heart they were in- 
nocent. When the Commonwealth was 
ready to begin Its case, wl 
do? We put the witnesses under the 
rule. We separated them one from an- 
other. You remember the first sepa- 
ration of witnesses of which we havo 
any record occurs In the Bible where 
Susanna was upon trial. You remem- 
ber they tried her once, and the elders 
testified In the hearing of the other, 
and convicted Susanna. They all came 
and told the same story; and when she 
was cln her way to execution the Great 
Master above inspired a young man 
called Daniel, and put it in the heart 
of the young man Daniel to cry aloud 
for another trial for Susanna, 
aroused the people They gathered 
about him. He cried out, 'Let us have 
another trial," and another trial was 
given to this woman. And what was 
the result? Th3 elders had sworn tie- 
that the offense had occurred In 
the garden, but before they were al- 
itlfy on the second trial 
Daniel said, "Let the wit 
separated." When the first elder took 
stand, Daniel said, "Under which 
tree did it occur?" The elder said, ' it 
occurred under the olive tree." The 
next elder came In, and Daniel said, 
Under which tree did it occur?" He 
replied, "Under the mulberry tree," 
and the trees were upon deparate bides 
of the garden, and the result was that 
Susanna was acquitted. Shakespeare, 
many years afterwards, panegyrises 
the name of Daniel as gentle Portia 
proclaimed the law, when Shylock 
cries out, "A Daniel— a second Daniel 
comes to judgment! " That Is why we 
separated these witnesses. What was 
the result? One of them had the pistol 
this way (with the finger through the 
guard), another had It this way (Indi- 
cating another position). Here you 
are Yost, under the mulberry tree; 
here you are Qrayot under the olive 
tiee. and here you are Thomas out in 
the dog fennel, and you can t tell any- 
thing about It. 

What do you say about It, Press Cum- 
mings? Press Curamlngs, you are on 
the stand. What do you say? Get up 
and tell the Jury about It. He says. 

He reaches his hand back here and 
pulls his pistol and slips It under his 
coat and brings It out In this fashion." 
Did you ever heard of a man surrender- 
ing that way before? Slipping a pistol! 
Why did he slip it? If he meant to sur- 
render, why not boldly hand It out 
without slipping It behind him? Had 
he been asked for bis arms? Not at all, 
This man Cummlngs would have you 
believe that all at once, without Lin- 
dle ever asking for his pistol, when 
Taylor had been questioning and de- 
manding Llndle's authority, that Tay- 
lor deliberately reached Into his pocket 
and pulled his pistol out and handed It 
out to Ltndle. I say It Is unreason- 
able. I aay It Is not to be believed. 

You remember this man Baacom 
Pentecost. You remember the bible 
tells us the Day of Pentecost, a day 
when all these people assembled there, 
and I don't know of but one reason 
why this fellow's name Is Pentecost 
except he Is good In a multiplicity of 
What does he tell you? Let us

What dues his testi- 
mony show to the Jury ? The first im- 
pulse of a man is always to tell the 
truth, aud tne testimony shows that 
when Bascom went from there, and 
met some man. he told him "Down 
yonder we had some shooting, 3111 
cook and Henry lay lor are dead, aud 
Bill Cook tired the first sbot. ' What 
uo you tell H. J. Salmon when he talks 
to you about It In the back room ? You 
ten him that Cook nred the first 3hot. 

tens Phil Ward that Cook fired the 
hist shot. They haun t sized up their 
case then to try to win the Btnke by 
the veruict in tnis case, as Judge Yost, 
in his speecn, would have you uo. 

Let us see about this Ridley conver- 
sation. What did he say to him? You 
remember we asked Bascom If he 
atdn't have a conversation with Kldley. 
T be report of the testimony along at 
this point is as follows:

That is one of these witnesses that 
you bring here to take from these men 
their liberty. When they are hemmed 
In and caught, what do they say? 1 It 
I said It, 1 wasn't on oath; now I am 
swearing, now I am liable to swear the 
truth." I wouldn't convict a snake 
upon such perjurer testimony. It takes 
something more in courts of justice 
than appeals against corporations and 
against the St Bernard Coal Com- 
pany to convict It takes something 
more than such perjured testimony as 
this for a jury to believe that a de- 
fendant Is gulity. Do you believe Bas- 
com Pentecost didn't have that con- 
versation? if the thing didn't occur 
as he stated it then, while he was not 
under oath, why was it that ho went 
off and made the statement? What In- 
centive was there for not telling the 
truth then? Wasn't there every reason 
why he should have told the truth at 
that time? 

What is the next story of tho Com- 
monwealth? My friend. Bob Thomas, 
took up the question of powder. What 
did he say about it? He argued, first, 
that there was no powder in Llndle's 
face. I want to show you how these 
lawyers- are caught. He said, first, 
that there was uo powder burns on 
Llndle's face, didn't you, Bob? Then 
he turned and said, "I would give a 
thousand dollars for a spec of it." 
Didn't he say that? Are you going 
to try this case by the law? Are you 
going to try It by the evidence? Then 
why is It that you are willing to mis- 
represent and torture the facts in such 
a flagrant way? Why Is it that you 
take a man's liberty away 
simply because he works for a living 
for the St. Bernard Coal Company. 

the facts on this point 
about the powder burns? Lindle says 
My face was powder burned. The one 
side of my face was worse powder 
burned than the other." He is cor- 
roborated In his statement by Mcin- 
tosh, Ed Johnson, W. S. Peurod, John- 
Bon Williams and Bassett Who else 
corroborates his testimony? Who else 
strengthens and confirms it beyond the 
shadow of a doubt? Dr. Nesblt. They 
may work for the St Bernard, but do 
you Introduce any testimony to con- , 
tradlct It? Do you bring anything for- 
ward to dispute It? No; but you say 
to Dr. Nesblt. a respectable. Intelli- 
gent looking gentleman upon the stand, 
when he told you the simple truth, you 
say to him, "Don't you sometimes, 
doctor, practice for the St Bernard 
Coal Company?" One would think that 
all you have got to do to convict peo- 
ple In Hopkins, no matter that eight 
witnesses swore In their favor, and the 
testimony was uncontradicted, is to 
get up and say they work for the St. 
Bernard Coal Company, and try to ap- 
peal to a jury's malice and to a jury's 
prejudice, If any. But, thank Ood, 
when I look into your honest faces, I 
" low that such Incendiary appeals do 
>t touch you. 

What do you say, Thomas? You first 
declare there was no powder in Lln- 
dle's face. Then what Is you next state 
Tient? You state that If there was any 
powder In it, that Johnson behind 
Lindle shot it in. That Is easy enough 
said, but how easy to refute it Here 
Is the testimony of Dr. Nesblt I am 
not here to mislead you. I do not In- 
tend to garble the facts. I have the 
testimony fresh from the ttenographlc 
pen, and what does Nesblt say? 

Q.— "Show to the Jury on your face 
where the powder was on Lladle? ' 
You remember how he did it

Commonwealth s Attorney, the evi- 
dence lives, and 1 challenge you to con- 
tradict it? 

And Thomas claims that Johnson 
from behind shot powder in Llndle's 
chin and eye-brow. You have heard 
of the fellow that had a crooked gun 
that shot behind the fence. That Is 
the sort of a gun Ed Johnson had, ac- 
cording to Thomas's contention, li we 
uiun t have this evidence. If we were 
not able to present it as It occurred, 
men there might come up a dispute as 
to wnat was said and wnat was not 
said. But can there be a dispute about 
it now? Can there be any dispute, 
from this evidence which 1 have read 
you, about these powder burns? Not 
at all. How preposterous to state that 
a man shooting behind another could 
shoot powder in the chin or eye- brow 
of the one In front! 

'Ihen they say that Lindle ought to 
have allowed tho powder to stay in 
his face. Here it was hurting the poor 
a now, and nearly all dissolved, as this 
doctor testifies. "The powder on the 
right siue when I took it out had— the 
grain was almost dissolved, was a very 
little bit of spec, but enough to get 
that out, and you oould smash it in 
your finger, and that would crush it, 
Inger there, that 



there you were carrying on a Punch 
anu juuy show all by yourselves. Bill 
»o»t acting as an end-man and Jen- 
nings as the other end-man. You were 
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e in order to get the 
stain out" Because he works for the 
St. Bernard Coal Company he must lot 
the powder stay in his face Bnd torture 
him.

For this reason, gentlemen. They saw 
the force of it.

both sides that that was evidence, as 
strong and powerful as the Rock of 
Ages, that their men fired the first shot, 
because if Lindle fired the first shot, 
these miners Would have been getting 
away from him.

If you fire into a 
crowd of men, they will uaturally re- 
treat; but the fact that both sides of 
Llndle's face were powder-burned, is

How will I do it? 

Here your are, George Davis. You 
are honest, aren't you? You are not 
under the ban of the St. Bernard. You 
are a good man. What do you aay? 

Q.— "Was there a horse killed here 
in this trouble.?" 

A.— "I supposed so; I hauled off a 
horse from out of the road." 
Q— "Where was the horse shot?" 
A.— "He was shot right about the 
center of the forehead." 

Honor bright, tell me, tell me truly, 
if you will allow a suspicion thrown in 
by malice to override the evidence of 
the witnesses? Shall I produce any 
more testimony? Not only Davis, but 
witness after witness testifies that the 
horse fell. What does Bassett say? 
Bassett says at the first shot, the 
horse wheeled and ran through the 
crowd. What does that show? Let us 
be fair, let us be honest Liberty Is a 
sweet thing, gentlemen. Before you 
take It from a man, you must have the 
proof beyond a reasonable doubt 

Tho horse was not hit, you say. Here 
he is by Llndle's side. Here are the 
liowder burns upon Llndle's face. Here 
is the deadly mlssle that comes whir- 
ring on its way, close to Llndle's face, 
and strikes the horse. What does the 
horse do? He starts through the crowd. 
Why was that the first shot? Because 
if there had been a shot before that, 
the horse, not being held by any hu- 
man being, would have wheeled and 
run as Bassett s horee did, and you 
couldn't have shot him In the head 
standing behind J. B. Lindle. What 
do you say? What is your answer to 
that? Mr. Commonwealth's Attorney, 
I challenge you to answer it. Do not 
say that the St Bernard Coal Com- 
pany killed the horse, and had this hole 
made. It is an unworthy argument 
for you to make. Suppose there Is a 
horse standing behind you there. Sup- 
pose then that you shoot towards me. 
Would that horse stand there? Be, 
honest. You know that horse would 
not stand, but would wheel and run 
like Bassett s horse did, and like '.his 
horse that old man Mcintosh was rid- 
ing, which was wheeling and prancing 
around there. Why was It the Bret 
shot that killed the horse? Because 
they all put the horse there. Every 
one of them. They say that Ed John- 
son waa down.

A. — "Yes, sir." 

Q.— "They told you of that two or 
three days before the meeting?" 

A.— "I knew it; I don't know what 
he told the rest I don't know tor 
anybody but myself." 

You complain that Lindle believed 
It! Here, your own star aagro wit- 
ness, gets on the stand and tells it. 
and says he knew it Yet you com- 
plain that we believed that you were 
going to march. 

What did Cue Woods mean by tell- 
ing that? He knew they were going to 
meet where? At Box Town. To do 
what? To march over to the Da via 
House. What was the reason of that 
march? Why didn't you meet at Davis' 
house originally If you didn't Intend to 
Intimidate the minora and put them in 
fear? Why tell Que Woods, your star 
negro witness, that you were going to 
meet there because it waa the handi- 
est place to march over from? Why 
didn't you meat at the Davis house in 
the beginning without the march 7 lie 
Is asked "Who told him that?" He 
says that Klssenger told him. .Where 
is Klssenger? I heard the orders of 
this court read this morning, and I 
heard from the records that Klssen- 
ger and this negro Chappell were al- 
lowed ten dollars as atu ' 
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says they teld him they were going to 
meet there, as It was the handiest 
place. Does Kissenger deny It? Not at 
all. Do you put htm on the stand? No. 

What else ocurred down there? You 
went In this house. Llndle and his 
men were not bothering you. They were 
not trying to do you a single solitary 
' wrong. When you went In the house 
what occurred? Kissenger was 
making a speech. What did he at 
that speech? Has Kissenger ever told 
you. No. Kissenger, do you deny 
that you told Cue Woods that you were 
going to march from that house over 
to the Davis House? No. Where 
Kissenger and the other leaders 
thought it was safe to do so, they let 
these men know what the object was; 
they let men like Sherman Morgan and 
like this nefero Cue Woods know, and 
after they got these other people there, 
they said, "We will march to the Da- 
vis house." How far Is it? Three 
mile, just lacking a little. At 2 
o clock on a winter's day, the 21st of 
January, when the sun sets at 4, you 
were going to march three miles afoot 
for the purpose of doing what? Of 
meeting in a house and reading the 
charter and making some speeches. 
What is it that gives that the He? Kis- 
senger said to them, when they told 
him the guards were out there, "Invite 
them in. Invite them In, as this Is a 
holy cause (as Yost so feelingly 
spoke of it) and need not be hidden 
in the dark." Is It a cause in which, 
when you are engaged, you should 
run from the officers of the law? Is 
It a cause that makes you hide, and 
dread for the law abiding citizens ' 
hear you speak upon? 

What was the other purpose for which 
they started on the march ? They didn't 
do like they did over at old man Senate 
Laffoon's when these guards were ove 
there. They did not at that time rlseu 
and say "Let us march to another house. 
You had your big black negro Chappell 
speaking for you then. You had K' 
ger speaking for you then, and when 
these ofTicers were there peaceably, did 
you order them away? Did you say let 
us march to another house? I 
you invited them in to hear It. What 
is on foot that you are willing for th< 
to hear at Senate Laffoon's and are i 
willing for them to hear at Box Town? 
What is the reason for It? 

They started on that march. I dou't 
say that all of them knew the purpose 
of it. But the leaders knew it, and the 
Commonwealth have kept them off the 
stand. Every one of the leaders knew 
It. They started along the. road. How 
does this Indictment read: "That we 
consipred, confederated and banded our- 
selves together" to do what? "To kill 
Henry Taylor. If we wanted to kill him, 
why didn't we kill him down there at Box 
Town that morning, when we could have 
surrounded him with our six men, and 
had them all as witnesses against the 
dead who could tell no tales? It we 
wanted to murder him, and murder was 
in our hearts, why did we wait until 
that evening when he was proudly 
marching at the head of his own tri- 
umphant column of 104 men? If you 
wanted to kill a man, Mr. Clsk, and you 
had three men with you, would you wait 
until you found htm proudly marching 
at the head of his friends, and there 
6hoot rim. or would you wait, rath*r, un 
til your friends would out-number his? 



der? Did Llndle ever say "Surrender 
your arms?" Not once. What made 
this man so willing to get rid of his pis- 
tol when he had been denying the author- 
ity of the man to arrest him? Why pull 
it out so Quick? Will you dare to argue 
that It was In order to conceal the tact 
that he had a deadly weapon? Not at 
all. because your witnesses say it was 
In our plain view, and we could have 
seen him pull It from his pocket, and he 
could have been convicted on that 
charge, If such was his purpose. If he 
wanted to hide it why didn't he pull 
from his pocket, and throw it behind him 
so it could be found in the road? Why 
come out with the pistol when he hadn't 
asked for It? Why did he change his 
mind so quick when he had been de- 
manding our authority, and all at once, 
come out with the pistol and hand it to 
us? Why, gentlemen of the jury, I can 
take the evidence of the Commonwealth 
and I can clear these men. Every one of 
them says what? Every one of them 
says that Taylor brought out this pistol, 
and that immediately Lindle fired. Who 
was it showed the first pistol on that 
occasion? Was it this blood-thirsty man 
that you say was going about seeking 
whom he might devour? Not at all. It 
was Taylor, and how he did get it out of 
his pocket? Pros Cummings, the first wit- 
ness introduced by the Commonwealth, 
swore that he took it out of this pocket, 
and slipped it behind him. Who. in the 
name of God, ever heard of a man who 
was going to surrender, giving up a pistol 
when It was not found, and concealing 
behind him in order to get It Into 
the other hand to ruirrender? Can you 
be convinced that such rot as that will 
hold good In this Court? Notat 

Wes Cook says that Taylor held the 
pistol this way (indicating.) How was it, 
If he wanted in good faith to surrender, 
that he happened to stick his finger in 
that part of it there? How did that hap- 
pen? What was the reason for that? 
Other witnesses say that when Taylor 
brought the pistol out. he came out with 
in this way (indicating.! Mind you 
Lindle has not asked him for his 
pistol. Llndle hadn't pulled his 
pistol. These men come with 
their unreasonable story for the Com 
monwealth and say that our man tired 
upon Taylor as the latter was handing 
out the pietol saying "Here is all I have 
got." What did old man Pendley say 
that transpired? Old man Pendley said 
that Lindle stated, "I have got the right 
to arrest you. Henry said, Show yor 
authority, show your authority, that wt 
the meaning of it. show your authority 
Now listen to what happons. Here Is 
Taylor demanding LIndle's authority. 
Here are your Commonwealth's wit- 
nesses saying he never showed It. Listen 
to Pendley tell the story. "About that 
Henry says 1 surrender, then he 
pulled out his guns and th rowed bis 
hands down that way and pulled out a 
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We have learned a great deal of 
the raito of 16 to 1, but there were 5 
more here, and the ratio was 21 to 1. 
You say, Mr. Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney, that we conspired to murder. You 
say that we waited until that evening 
when we met you with 103 of your friends 
standing at your back, with shot guns 
In the crowd. Oh. Yost exclaims, the 
fact that Lindle got down shows that 
he aimed to murder. I Bay the fact that 
ha got down shows that he did not aim 
to murder. Why? If he aimed to shoot 
him. it he aimed to kill him, why didn't 
he stay upon his horse and fire the deadly 
missile in your bosom and then speed 
away hugging the horse's neck and 
counting upon the horse to shield him 
from the (lying bullets behind him? 
Why put himself on a common elevel 
with 103 of this man's friends that could 
have crushed and grounded him into the 
earth. It is false, It is false, it is false. 
It will not stand to reason. 

Why didn't he stop at Box Town, says 
Yost? He was of the same opinion as 
Morgan, as Cue Woods, the same opin- 
ion as these others, and Judge Yost says 
"Why didn't he stop them at Box Town ? 
To show you that he had no murder in 
his heart, to show you that he meant 
to do no harm he followed you until you 
turned up this lane. That confirmed 
•him In bis belief that you were going 
to the place he had heard you were 
marching to. Doesn't the testimony 
■how that these defendants went up the 
Greenville road and stopped, and when 
they saw these marchers turn into the 
Carbondale road, then they also turned 
in? And here Bob Thomas argues that 
there was a wire fence there, and a wire 
fence there, and a wire fence back there, 
and for that reason that these defend- 
ants sought that place to fire upon these 
men. Do you believe such rot as (hut? 
I Just want to know now. Are you going 
to say by your verdict that these four 
men would enter into a conspiracy to go 
and murder the leader of 103 of his 
friends that stood solid behind him. and 
whom he had every reason to believe 
were armed? You say that he wanted 
to murder Taylor. If that was his pur- 
pose, why did he go first to Kissenger? 
He rode up to Kissenger. What did 
Kissenger say? Your witness says that 
Klsesnger said "Go to the front and see 
Henry Taylor and leaders." Why it was 
Kissenger himself that sent this man 
Lindle to (he front Lindle first sought 
Kissenger as the speaker, as the organ- 
iser. He tried to stop It there. He tried 
to read the proclamation to him, but 
Kissenger— their own man that drew 
ten dollars to stay here and keep his 
mouth shut told him to go to the front. 
U it was his purpose to murder, ovei at 
Box Town, this man could have taken 
his posse with him and he could there 
have shot him down, and no witness, save 
the Omniscient Eye, would have known 
of it. But he did not do it. 

I have heard of hundreds of brave men 
who have done heroic deeds. I have 
read Tennyson's "Carge of the Light 
Brigade." There were 600 men In that, 
who, inspired by the valor of war, and 
the truth of cause, and the shout of their 
comrades, rode Into the valley of death; 
but neither poet, nor philosopher, nor 
sage, have ever told us of the charge 
of four men to kill one man at the head 
of his column of friends. It is unreason- 
able. I wouldn't believe it If the world 
were to swear It. 

Many of these witnesses for the Com- 
monwealth say that when Lindle got off 
his horse and walked up there, that he 
pulled out a pistol. Do you believe It? 
Some of them say he had a proclamation. 
Now, gentlemen, if his purpose was to 
kill him, why was he reading his proc- 
lamation ? Why was it that Tay lor r" 
"Show your authority," and 
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•Show how he did it?" 
A.— "I could see exactly where he got 
it, because I was standing this way to- 
wards him, but he run his hand out some 
way and took It that way in one of his 
hands, I don't exactly know which one It 
was, which hand it was, but it was in 
of his hands, he said Here is my 
gun, it is all I have got." 

Let me show you hom unreasonable 
that is. "Henry said, show your au- 
thority," demanding his authority. 
This showed that he never produced it. 
Wes Cook said he never read to him a 
thing. What happened then? About 
that time Henry said I surrender. Had 
the man offered to hurt him. had he 
offered to harm him? Had he threat- 
ened him in any way? Here we have 
Taylor In one breath asking him his 
authority, and in the next breath say- 
' I surrender." How did he come 
ith the pistol? The truth is that 
Taylor had two pistols there. Old man 
Mcintosh saw them , and Taylor f el 1 with 
in his hand. What does that 
He had two guns. He passed 
lill Cook, and Bill Cook had de- 
clared to this good woman, Mrs. Ward, 
that he was a brave man. He said to 
him, "Don't try to take things by 
storm." He said "Yes, I know, but by 
God, it has got to be done, and. by God, 
I am going to do it." And went over 
" wo or three times. He gets the pls- 
and what does he do? As quick as 
he grabs that pistol, the shot is fired. 
You say that Taylor handed out his pis- 
tol this way (indicating) and that we 
fired the first shot. The truth will out. 
Here comes Dr. Nisbit. What does he 
t says upon the iright tfde 
of the head there was a wound that 
ranged a half inch downward. What 
" ' Bhow? That shows that It 
sible that J. B. Lindle killed 
. lor. You say that we are try- 
ing to put it off on Mcintosh. Dr. NIs- 
testimony bears out our theory, 
Because we say that Llndle was 
fired upon by Bill Cook, and then by 
Henry Taylor, and then the shooting be- 
came general. If we show to the Jury 
that the shot made by J. B. Llndle could 
not have killed this man, It nails you 
to the cross. Here is Taylor with his 
pistol, some say In one hand, some say 
in another hand, some say holding it 
one way and some say holding It another 
way. Here he is, as Headley says, his 
hand up, and saying, "I surrender." The 
shot came from I, indie's gun, you say. 

s tall a man as Lindle. 
hit him? You say that it 
hit him here (indicating) and it went 
out down there (indicating.) How could 
It have ranged down? If the theory 
of the defense is not true, how could 
the bullet have ranged down a half an 
Inch? Could I, of equal helghth with 
you, stand upon the ground, and shoot 
you through the side of the head and 
have a half Inch downward range? The 
range of the bullet is a stronger wit- 
ness than even the head of this horse. 
Judge Yost told the Jury, as I am in- 
formed, that the bullet ranged an eighth 
of an Inch downward. That Is the way 
they are trying to convict these men, 
first on prejudice, on molice, and then 
misquoting the testimony. Let us see 
what Dr. Nisbit said about it: 
Q.— -"Did It range downward?" 
A — "Seemed to be." 
Q— "How much down?" 
A — "Somewhere In the neighborhood 
of half an inch, I didn't measure." 

Now he comes up here and talks about 
tn eighth of an inch range. GtontlMMB, 
he facts rise up In front of you. You 
:annot get away from them. The truth 
will live. The physical facts caunot be 
denied. s 
You say Lindle was standing in front 
of Taylor and wanted to kill biro and 
yet, being that close to him, all that he 
could do was Just to graze the side of 
the head and crush the skull. Don'tyou 
know If Llndle had taken that deliber- 
ate shot at Taylor that these men pre- 
tend, that he would have sent the bullet 
into Taylor's heart and not have risked 
shooting him in the side of the ead, and 
risked killing this man at thahead of his 
triumphant column of one hundred and 
four men. 

What else? Here is Henry Taylor. 

Cook. Here is Bill Cook. 



at Taylor and struck him on the right 
side of the head. It was an impossibility 
for us to have done that thing. The pe- 
titions of the men deny your theory. 
You cannot cover the trftth. There 
Is a desperate effort here to do It, but 
the truth wl II out. I know that our dear 
friend, Bascom Pentecost, swore that 
Wes Cook did not shoot at all. Bascom 
was a star witness. They saved him 
back. But what does Wes Cook say 
about It? Here is his testimony: 
Q.— "You shot at him twice?" 
A. — "Yes, sir." 

Q.— -"Had a double barrel derringer 
A.— "Yes, sir." 

Q.-"What size bullet did your pistol 
shoot?" 
A.-"It shot a ,41." 
Q.-"That is a large bullet, isn't It?' 
A — "Yes, sir." 

Q.— "You say you tossed your plsto 
rer Into the corner of the fence after 
wards?" 

A— "Through the crack of the fence. 
Q.— "Who did you tell where your pis- 
tol was?" 

"This here Jerry Stephens came 
up with a shotgun on his shoulder." 
Q. — "Did you tell him where It was?" 
A.— "I told him that 1 had pitched a 
pistol— a Derringer, I call It, throusrh 
the crack of the fence, and for him 
get it." 

Let us be fair. If our man fired and 
killed Wes Cook's brother without cause, 
and Wes Cook fired those two shots Into 
crowd, and he was in the right, why 
It that as quick as the melee was 
r, that he pitched his pistol into the 
corner of the fence? Why was it? Oh, 
yes, you say that the St. Bernard guards 
would not allow you to march. But 
when your man fires two shots in this 
deadly fusllade of bullets, and when 
the shooting Is over, and he throws his 
pistol Into the corner of the fence, why 
did he get Jerry Stephens to carry that 
pistol off for him? Because he knew 
he had violated the law. He knew they 
were guilty, and knew, Just as he told 
Frank Trlbble, and just as he told Henry 
Chamless, that he fired the flrstshot. and 
he was expecting the ofTicers of the law 
to come atfer him, and he wanted to hide 
the evidence that he fired a single shot. 
He was afraid to go to seefls brother 
buried. The evidence in th Is case shows 
that when the shooting was over he 
went to Dawson. He didn't go about 
his dead brother who was burled in 
Earlington. You say he was burled 
there. If Earlington was not a fit place 
to Inter him, why did your people have 
him buried there? Wes Cook did not 
go to his own brother's house, but Just 
as he threw the Derringer away, Just 
as he begged Jerry Stephens to go and 
get it, who In two or three weeks gave 
It back to him, he wanted to hide the 
evidence of his own guilt. A guilty con- 
science needs no accuser. He went to 
Central City. He went there for the 
same reason that he pitched his Der- 
ringer inthe corner of the fence. 

Let us see these contradictions. What 
did Cue Woods say? Cue Woods said 
to Napoleon Sweeney, as the latter tes- 
tified In response to a question to him

Q.— "Did you meet Cue Woods the 
ext morning after the shooting about 
halfway between his and Bob Patterson's 
house in Crabtree and in a conversa- 
tion did he say, Wood say, Lindle step- 
ped In front of them and said. 'Will you 
remit or resist,' and Taylor put both 
hands in his pockets and stepped to one 
side, and said. Here I am, take me,' and 
then Cook drew his pistol and fired the 
first shot, and he then saw Lindle draw 
his pitol, and that he, Wood, then took 
and run?" 
A. — "Yes, sir." 

Will you believe Napoleon Sweeney 
or Cue Woods? They say, it is sufficient 
if he will only say that he works for the 
Coal Co. 

Here is J. H. Hatcher: 

Q — "State to the Jury whether or not 
In front of the Crabtree Store on the 
evening of the shooting you heard Har- 
land Goodacre say that Cook fired the 
first shot?" 

A.— "You mean for me to Just tell 
what I know?" 

The Court: Answer that question? 

A.— "Yes, sir." 

Q.— " You say he said that?" 

A.— "Yes, sir." 

Q.— "Do you know old man Henry 
Pendley?" 
A.— "I know him, I know his face, yes, 

Q. — "A gentleman with a black 
beard?" * 

A. — "Yes, sir, and a red handkerchief 
around his neck." 

Q. — "Where does he live now?" 

A.— "I couldn't tell you." 

Q.— -"Did you meet him on the road 
near Earlington a few days after the 
shooting and In a conversation with you 
did he say We don't deny that Cook 
flrde the first shot?" 

A.— "He did." 

Q. — "You say he said that to you?" 
A.— "Yes, sir." 

What do you say about that? Will 
you believe old man Pendley and Har- 
land Goodacre, or will you believe Hatch- 
er and Salmon and Phil Ward as to what 
Harland said? 

Then there is Mrs. Calvin Fowler. In 
our affidavit we stated that we could 
prove certain things by Ellis Barnes. 
If Ellis Barnes had told the truth we 
would have been able to do so. Listen 
to the testimony of Mrs. Calvin Fowler 
on that subject: 

Q.— "State whether or not you heard 
Henry Barnes on the evening after the 
shooting — 

Objected to. 
—If you heard Henry Barnes say at your 
house or the house right adjoining yours 
on the evening after the shooting in the 
presence of Ellis Barnes that Cook fired 
the first shot and that Ellis Barnes spoke 
up and said to htm, Don't tell everything 
that happened down there, or you are 
talking too much?" 

Will you believe Ellis Barnes, or will 
you believe that good woman, Mrs. Fow- 
ler's testimony? She said that that oc- 
curred in Mr. Barnes' house. Shall she 
be disbelieved because she married a 
man who works for his living? 

Let us see what Ellis Barnes says 
about that: 

Q. — "Didn't you say to Mrs. Calvin 
Fowler in answer to her inquiry as to 
how this thing occurred that if It had 
not been for Bill Cook there wouldn't 
have been anything of it, that he fired 
the first shot at Lindle and powder- 
burnt his face?" 
A.— "No, sir." 
Q. — "In substance that?" 
A. — "I never said anything like that." 
Q. — "Did your brother then who was 
present, Will Barnes, is that his name, 
you have got two brothers, Will and 
Henry?" . 
A.— "Yes, sir; I have five brothers." 
Q. — "Either Will or Henry, one of 
them, speak up and say you are talking 
too much, hush?" 

A.— "No, sir; I don't know as I do, 
don't remember." 
Q— "You know Mrs. Calvin Fowler, 
H you?" 
"Yes. sir.

Q.— "You mean right after this thing 
occurred, you would make one state- 
ment about it which you now come and 
swear different? .

a man Is liable to say anything; when 
he Is swearing, he Is liable to swear the 
truth." 

Men of Hopkins County, you are asked, 
with such perjurers as that, to bring 
in a verdict here against these defend- 
Why? In order that the Coal Com- 
panies may be punched. I want to say 
hero and now that this County has grown 
from a pauper county to the eighth 
county in this galaxy of counties that 
compose Kentucky. I know that sta- 
tistics show that these Coal Companies 
pour forth Into the hands of the labor- 
ers ten hundred thusand dollars a year. 
If you want to tear down the mines, If 
" to punish the St. Bernard, 
down, If you will: and when 
you do that thing, bring forth another 
Goldsmith to write of Hopkins County 
as he wrote of Auburn, the deserted vil- 
lage, which was once the lovllest of the 
plains. If the St. Bernard must suf- 
fer, if that is your purpose, let Bill Yost 
head the mob and let them go and put 
their dynamite Into the mines and un- 
der the property, and blow them to the 
skies. Then no fragile woman like that 
(referring to Mrs. Lindle) will have a 
crushed and broken heart. If it Is your 
purpose to injure the Coal Company, 
if that is the fight, go, take your mob 
and destroy their property; but, in the 
name of God, do not punish innocent 
men in order to punish some coal com- 
pany. The earth would feel the jar of 
the dynamite, hut it has got no heart to 
break, no home to blight, no children 
to orphan. I demand the acquittal of 
these men because It is right, because 
the law entitles them to it. 

Yost said, for the purpose of appealing 
to the passion of the jury, that Henry 
Taylor had a widow and children surviv- 
ing him. It was pathetically described 
but as a matter of God Almighty's truth. 

single man. I don't know how 
they could have anticipated the wife 
and the children, but they did so In their 
argument.

speaker, say in the presence of Tom 
Smith and of Capt. Smith the next day 
after this shooting that Bill Cook fired 
the first shot and he was sorry of it be- 
cause the trouble was brought on by 
union men. I admit that he said we 
could prove that. Why didn't we prove 
it? We put Forrest Stephens on the 
stand and asked him the question, and 
hese gentlemen hid behind ar. objection 
and appealed to the Court, and the Court 
would not allow the question to be an- 
swered. You might ask, why didn't we 
put Kissenger on the stand? Because, 
under the rules of evidence, if we had 
done bo, he might have denied It and 
we could not have contradicted iiim. 
But If the Commonwealth had put him 
on, we could have contradicted him. 

Yost goes outside of the record In this 
case to say other things, and I am goit 
to follow him In what he said. Thegei 
tleman stated that we could not hai 
proved a single thing by these witnesses 
named In the affidavit. I say you kept 
the Sherrads oft the .stand, and you 
kept the Woodruffs off the stand because 
they swore that the pistol was In Cook's 
hands before Llndle ever fired a shot. 
That was your contention in the ex- 
amining Court, but now you come and 
say that he never had It until after the- 
shot was fired. What Is Klssenger's 
name doing there at the foot of the In- 
dictment? What are the names of S. M. 
Sherrad, John Sherrad, Zack Bonner, 
&c, doing at the foot of the Indlctnieiit? 
Who was It that swore about the negro 
Chappell shooting? He has been here all 
the time. Did they put him on the stand 



men saw him too. You do not put him 
on the stand to deny it, notwithstanding 
he has been here all the time. 

We say in this affidavit that we can 
prove, and the Court says this is evi- 
dence, the Court says you must take 
It as evidence; I speak it in the hearing 
of His Honor — you must take it the same 
as if these witnesses had testified in 
person, that Guy Woodruff, Jim Robin- 
son, W. E. Mathoney and Ed. Laffoon 
if here, would say on their oaths that 
they saw the killing alleged and charged 
in the Indictment: and that without 
any assault or attempted assault by 
these defendants or either of them upon 
Henry Taylor or upon any other person, 
that the said WlUiam Cook, took a 
pistol which Henry Taylor or Wesley 
Cook passed or handed to him. and that 
William Cook, while Llndle was read" 
(ho Sheriff's proclamation, pointed 
said pistol directly at Llndle with the 
exclamation, "I will kill the damn son- 
of-a-bitch" and fired said pistol directly 
at Llndle, that Llndle at the time had 
not drawn or attempted to draw his pis- 
tol, and that Llndle did not draw his 
pistol until fired on by Cook &s stated, 
and that none of the other defendants 
at the time with Lindle had drawn any 
pistol or fired any shots until after 
Lindle had been fired upon by 
Cook; that when Mndle re- 
turned the fire of Cook the firing upon 
both sides became general, and that in 
all some forty or fifty shots were fired. 
That the Commonwealth's witness, Wes- 
ley Cook, was also firing at Lindle and 
the posse. They will also prove by said 
witnesses that they were members of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
and were In said march, and that the 
purpose, object and Intention of the 
said marching was to force out the labor- 
ers in the Carbondale Mine, and after 
bringing them out they were then 
march to Orabtre* 
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Invite them to quit work and to try them 
to pursuade them to quit, and if they 
wouldn't be persuaded, then they were 
to be taken out by force !t was just to 
be done as Morgan stated, as Cue Woods 
stated, and as the little boy stated. That 
Is the evidence of Jim Robinson, 
Woodruff, Matheney and Yaffoon. 
they prove that Matlieney was not th 
No. Did they prove that Robinson 
not there? No. Did they prove that 
Woodruff was not there? No. Did they 
prove that Laffoon was not there? No. 
They tried to get away from the proof 
of one of these witnesses. Who is it? 
Jim Robinson. The ether three they do 
not asasil. The others, outside of Ro- 
binson, they do not dispute and I say 
that under the law you must lake it as 
the evidence, unlmpeached, of these 



Now, I want to refer to these Instruc- 
tions. I want to take up these instruc- 
tions and refer to them briefly. I haven't 
the time to read them all to you. I feel 
warmth in this case, because I 
want to defend men that I know 
are Innocent and see them sent to the 
penitentiary. No, gentlemen, as God 
rules this world, these men are not guil- 
ty. What does His Honor say In the 
first instructions? He says, "If the Jury 
believe from the evidence, beyond a 
reasonable doubt,' —that is what His 
Honor says. You might appeal with 
your prejudicial statements and with 
your malicious aspersions against the 
Coal Company, but it does not prevent 
His Honor from giving the law as it is. 
He says you must believe beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that what follows in these 
instructions is proven. See how eal- 
ously the Court guards the rights of the 
defendants. You are not to be swayed 
by prejudice, nor moved by appeals 
against Coal Companies, but you must 
believe from the evidence beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that the defendants Lin- 
dle, Johnson, Mcintosh and Penrod, 
or any two or more of them, did unlaw- 
fully and willfully, conspire, confeder- 
ate and combine to aasault and do some 
great bodily injury to Henry Taylor, 
or some one or two or more persons 
who were with said Taylor, acting in 
rt with him, and that in pursuance 
:h conspiracy, If any, or lnfurther- 

thereof, the said J. B. Llndle did 

shoot and kill Henry Taylor, and If the 
jury further believe from the evidence 
beyond a reasonable doubt that such 
killing was committel In furtherance 
of said conspiracy, combination and 
agreement. If any existed, and was the 
necessary or, probable result of the exe- 
cution of such conspiracy, if any, then 
the defendants, or such as them as en- 
tered into a conspiracy, are qullty, al- 
though the jury may believe from the 
evidence that the original purpose was 
not to procure or bring about the death 
of Henry Taylor. What must they have 
combined to do? To step up in the road 
them? No, that was not 
enough. I say it in the presence of His 
Honor. I do not want to mislead the 
Jury. And I say that although these 
men were without any belief that these 
marchers were committing a crime, and 
went there to arrest them and stop them, 
unless they conspired to do them some 
great bodily harm that they still had the 
right to defend themselves when they 
lilted. What proof haVe we 
that there was no conspiracy, outside 
of the defendants' own statements. 
Luclan Bassett, who Is as good a man 
as there Is in your county, swears that 
he and Lindle had a talk and concluded 
that there were oo many of them for 
them to try to arrest. Wasn't that a rea- 
sonable conclusion? They decided that 
they would go up and say to them that 
they had a right to accept or reject ar- 
rest, and If they rejected it then they 
would telephone to the Sheriff so that a 
sufficient number could be sent to them 
to aid in the arrest. Wasn't that the 
sensible thing to do? Bassett testifies 
to that fact, Llndle, Mcintosh and Ed 
Johnson concurring in the same test' 
mony. All say that occurred. Wl 
denies It? You must show, in order 
prove that these defendants were guilty 
of a conspiracy that human reason did 
not animate these men, that they wore 
a set of fools that went and stood in front 
of a danger. You must believe all that 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 

I have skipped the first instruction 
as that has been read to you. The Court 
gives the Instruction as to self defense. 
We all know what self defense is. "If 
they believe from the evidence that when 
the defendant J. B. Lindlei hot and killed 
Henry Taylor, If he did so, he had rea- 
sonable grounds to believe, either real 
or apparent, and did In good faith be- 
lieve, he was then in imminent danger 
of losing his life, or suffering .great 
bodily harm at the hands of said Taylor 
or Will Cook, acting in concert, ir in 
concert, or at the hands of Taylor, and 
there were, as it appeared to him, and 
if he believed, no other apparent and 
safe means of averting said danger, then 
the defendant, Lindle, had the right, 
and it was lawful for him, In the exer- 
cise of a reasonable* Judgment, to use 
such force as was reasonably necessary, 
or apparently necessary to save bis own 
Ufa nr nrntaftt his nerson from great 
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and under the law of self defense, and 
if the Jury find from the evidence that 
the defendants, Johnson, Mcintosh and 
Penrod did aid, abet, encourage, or as- 
sist the said Llndle In his defense, oris 
the defense of themselves as defined In 
this Instruction, then they areexcusable 
under the law of self defeDse of another. 
The danger to one s life, or great bodily 
harm to his person, which authorizes 
him to act in his own defense, or tn de- 
fense of another, as herein indicated, 
may be tlther real danger or apaprent 
danger." 

Suppose It appeared to Lindle that 
Taylor had that pistol with the barrel 
to him, notwithstanding these men be- 
hind did not believe that; that Lindle 
believed it, and it appeared to him that 
he was In danger of great bodily harm, 
he was entitled to shoot, and the Court 
says you must acquit him under this 
instruction. I remember a case over In 
Livingston County, In which Judge 
Pratt sat on the bench, and Mr. Grayot 
and myself were together In the prose- 
cution. John Maham was charged with 
murder. He had had some trouble with 
John Watson, a brother of Jim Watson, 
and he went to the house and got a shot- 
gun, but as he was coming down the 
street looking for John Watson. Jtm 
Watson, who had been hunkered down, 
raised up, seeing the man come with 
a gun. Knowing of the trouble, he start- 
ed up as a peacemaker, with the Inten- 
tion to try to stop it. He had a half pint 
of whiskey in his hip pocket sb he hun- 
kered down, and as he was getting up 
he hit it against something and It broke, 
and as he walking to the man hallooing 
to him to "wait, wait a minute," he felt 
the whiskey down by his hip. He ran 
his hand back to see what is waa Ma- 
ham fired the gun, end Jim Watson fell 
dead, and the jury acquitted Maham be- 
cause it appeared to htm that he was In 
danger, although he was not. The 
trickling whickey caused him to put his 
hand back. It Is what appeared to Lin- 
dle under the circumstances, not what 
appeared to somebody else, that must 
govern. If it appeared to him that he 
was in danger, he was entitled to act 
In his own necessary self defense. 
The Court gives these other Instruc- 
3ns that have been elabcrately dis- 
cussed . Let us come to the last in- 
struction. Gentlemen of the Jury, truth 
will ive. Truth exists In every atom, 
lives in every flower, and It flames in 
every star, and we throw the defendants 
and the truth Into the thickest of this 
fight, as the Black Douglas threw the 
heart of Blruce to wiln It back or die. 
The great right to defend ourselves as 
oldi as human law itself. Let us see how 
his honor guards our liberty. You say 
that old man Molntosh, sixty-four years 
old jwrlnkJes upon his face, his hair 
grown white, with his good character, 
you say that he must be torn from his 
humble little home, from those that he 
loves and who love him, and. that bis 
hearts must be crushed bo- 
wks for the Coal Company. 
You say that Ed. Johnson, a poor, obe- 
dient old slave, must be sent to the 
penitentiary. You say that poor, old, 
inoffensive Sicott Penrod must be put 
into the penitentiary. You say that 
four homes must be blighted and must " 
be wrecked in order that you may win 
the Istrike. Win it, if you can, but do 
not walk over crushed 1 and broken 
hearts, and blighted hopes and homes 
under the pretext of law in order to 
do it. His honor says this is the law: 
Every fact and circumstance nec- 
essary to constitute the guilt of the de- 
fendants ought to be proved to the sat- 
isfaction of the Jury beyond a reason- 
doubt, and unless the defendants 
! been so proved guilty beyond a 
Miable doubt the jury ought to find 
them, or such of them as to whom they 
ubt, not guilty." 
of the Jury, that Is the 
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reasonable doubt and end with reason- 
able doubt. They commence with ap- 
parent danger and end with apparent 
danger. You do not have to wait till 
the hot bullet is worming its w»y Into 
your heart beflore you can act, but you 
in act upon appearances. 
Now, geltlemen of the Jury, I have 
done the best I could. I hope I have 
done no duty. But the Commonwealth 
comes now with the last speech, and 
oh, when I saw the testimony twisted 
by Yost in his speech, how I felt the 
force and effect of the Commonwealth's 
last speech! I remember when I was a 
schoolboy upon the play ground how 
proud It made me if 1 could walk home 
and say I got the last tag off of my 
fellow school mate. The last word— a 
woman's weapon. He will have the last 
talk to the Jury, and with the inflam- 
atory appeals to them that 1 know will 
be made, what effect it is possible for 
it to have ! Oh, what a trial 1 this is, that 
these men, servants of the law, the law 
that guardB the steep of infancy, that 
defends the energies of mankind, 
that protects their property and the 
lives and liberties of all, how 
hard it Is that these defendants, the 
officers of the law, must sit here under 
all this abuse and all these epithets. 
1 know he has got tne but speech, but, 
thank God, he has not the last say. It 
is the evidence alone that will guide 
the Jury. I know he will say, "I be- 
lieve," — I know he will tell you what he 
believes; but I would give htm the ad- 
ice that Wolseley gave to Cromwell: 
"Fling away ambition! By that sin 
fell the angels; Then how can man, the 
Image of his Maker, Hope to win by 
It?" 

know anything more 
about this case than I do. He doesn t 
know any more about it than do the 
jury. The commonwealth's attorney's 
opinion is worth no more than any 
other lawyer's In the case. It Is as- 
much his duty to protect as it is to 
punish. I know that la. the wartmh 
and zeal of advocacy of his cause, he 
will say many things that he will re- 
gret; but, sen Heme a, 1 appeal to you 
once more to do your duty fearlessly. 
I love Hopkins county and her people. 
It is a people so fair and a county so 
great that it might be said God created 
it with a smile. I appeal to you, there 
fore, not to turn upon your officers;. Do 
not turn upon Hankins and Hall and 
Ed Morrow, men that are trying to up- 
hold the law, men that are doing their 
duty. Stand erect and demand the ev- 
idence and the law. Do your duty so 
that when the last great trumpet 
sounds that you can meet in the great 
beyond Llndle and these defendants, 
and extend to them a clean pair of 
hands. Do right and fear not, because 
he who does right defies the world. I 
know In this battle the tremendous 
power that has been invoked. They 
have got the last speech, but when you 
go to the Jury room it Is yours to say 
what will be done, and I believe that 
God Almighty, whose Son came and 
gathered perfume from the frauktn- 
cence, and beauty from the vtolet, will 
not allow you to take these men and 
put them In the penitentiary. As God 
lay your verdict be Just.
